Huber bill. It covers employers with 
six or more workers, but farmers are 
speoiflcially 
exempted, and 
special 


provision is made In case of. seasonal 
trades. Workers "who have an income 
of $1,500 or more from, employment 
other than manual labor are not cov- 
ered by tho law. No benefits are also 
allowed if tho unemployment is tho 
result of a atrike or lockout, dismis- 
sal due to misconduct, voluntary lay- 
off, or some unavoidable cause. 


The bill provid-s that in all other 


ca-ses unemployment benefits begin on 
the third day after a claim has been 
fMe-1. 
In caso of tnt^l unemployment 


the compensation sllovced is one do! 
lar n. day for adu'.t.; and 50 cents a 
day for minors. 
No person can get 


more a week than an amount great- 
er than 65 per c<?nt of his regular 
weekly wages. 
Th? total compensa- 


tion is also limited to thirteen weeks 
in the year. 
In all other respects, 


such as provisions for insurance by 
employers and the administration of 
the scheme, the bill is very slmi;r.r 
to the workmen's compensation ;>cc 
which, is now in 
operation

by the employer.

Adventures In The Library 


By AENOLD MULDER 


HE JUMP FROM COURTSHIP TO1 


MARRIAGE 


At a recent convention of the Michi- 


gan State Library association a speak- 
er who was comparing the fiction 
of the present with that of the past 
pointed out that one of the chief dif- 
ferences between the novels of today 
and of yesterday is that formerly the 
fictidii writers -were in the habit of 
taking- their characters through court- 
ship to marriage and leaving them 
there, while the novelist of today is 
likely to deal with married life in 
his books. 


There are exceptions to this rule 


as to all other rules. There have been 
novels in the past, great novels AS 
well as important ones, that dealt with 
married life; and there are a, consider- 
able number of novels today, also of 
both kinds, that do not deal with mar- 
ried life but that take the characters 
through the period of courtship. But 
as a broad general distinction 
be- 


tween the two periods the difference 
remarked on by the convention speak- 
er is a real one. During- the last 
quarter of a century the life-span of 
fiction characters has unquestionably 
been greatly lengthened. 


BROADER FIELD BETTER 


Perhaps only professional 
fiction 


writers will fully appreciate how tre 
mendous a gain has 
been 
effected 


through the change. The casual read- 
er does not pay much attention to the 
technique of the fiction with which he 
whiles away an idle hour; but even 
the casual reader can see that if alt 
life is interesting then it is peculiarly 
foolish for the men and women wnose 
business 'it is to make this plain to 
limit themselves to a very few years 
of life. The years of courtship are 
for the best part still years of imma- 
turity and there is almost invariably 
more interest in a full grown mind 
than in an immature mind. Hence, all 
Other things being equal, a novel about 
the later years of a man or woman is 
likely to be more Interesting- than one 
about tho courtship years.

In the old days he was "forced 
more or -less to suppress his natural 
interests and conform .to the custom 
of writing about boys and girls in the 
flapper stage, Today a -writer can fol- 
low his natural bent and treat which- 
ever period of life he knows most 
about or the one to which his inclln- ' 
ation as an artist leads him.

IF STEVENSON KNEW 


Frequently the writers of an older 


da}" chafed under the restraints that 
were imposed on them by the public 
and by custom. Stevenson, romaritic. 
though he was, bitterly complains of 
the walls that surround the novelist. 
Had he lived today, there is veryvlittla 
doubt but that he •would have pro- 
duced far different books from those 
he did write. 


The novel of rnaVried life as distin- 


guished from the novel of courtship is 
as a general thing tha more interest- 
ing to the reader who takes fiction 
seriouslj- ns a. sort of laboratory of 
life. 
It is not safo to make 
state- 


ments too positive on this score be- 
cause a genius will overturn any state- 
ment that may be made, but I am 
speaking of books as a class. Xovels 
reflect life and those that are confined 
to courtship exclusively reflect only 
a small segment of life, while the nov- 
els'of married life use a large canvas. 


The theory of the old day of course 


was that the main thing in life was 
concentrated in 
the 
few 
years 
or 


months before marriage. That Is still 
tho theory of those writers of today 
who confine themselves to the court- 
ing period, whether they are so def- 
initely or 'not. But most writers who 
genuinely count want all the mental 
elbow room they can get and want 
all of life for their field.
